Hu­ 
manitarian enterprises, as wre know them, exist only in a 
free economy. They do not exist in an enslaved economy 
because in such economies the state itself pretends to be a 
humanitarian enterprise and therefore discourages and ex­ 
cludes competition within itself. 
The highly-respected economist, Wilhelm Ropke, once 
said* “People may be led bv Christian and humane con­ 
victions to declare themselves in sympathy with socialism 
and may actually believe that this is the best safeguard ot 
man’s spiritual personality against the encroachment ot 
power. But they fail to see that this means favoring a social 
and economic order which threatens to destroy their ideal 
of man and human freedom.” 
Just because a man respects and advocates profit does 
not mean that he believes nothing exists m this world but 
profit. Just as the bodv and the spirit cannot live by bread 
alone, so our United States of America cannot live by profit

would the economic life of the nation be without profit. 
Where would freedom be? If freedom is to be saved m

The Farm er figures, supplied by 
the Deoartm ent of Labor, indicate 
that in the 17 states which had 
such a law, the increase in iob 
opportunities from 1953 to 1960 
showed an improvement of 16.71 
per cent, compared with 4.01 per­ 
cent in the other 31 states. 
And. quite meaningful to wage 
earners, the 17 fight - to - work 
states showed an hourly increase 
in wages of 32.90 per cent, while 
in the other states the increase 
was 29.80 per cent. 
It appears from these figures 
that the right - to - work laws, 
which are detested and fought on 
every occasion by the labor un­ 
ions, are actually working for the 
benefit of all wage earners and 
that workers are faring better in 
states which seek to protect labor, 
both in job opportunities and in 
wages paid. — Herald, Bamberg,

munity. 
But in those days the university’s 
enrollment was two or three thous­ 
and, then four or five. Steadily it 
grew past the 10.000 mark. Fif­ 
teen thou'and is in sight now, and 
many persons believe the big push 
is yet to come. Neither the institu­ 
tion nor the community, 
despite 
multi - million 
d o l l a r 
pro­ 
grams, have been 
able 
to keep 
pace with the demands for stu­ 
dent housing. The costs of going to 
college have mounted so rapidly 
that now there are increasing num­ 
bers of talented youngsters 
who 
simply can’t raise the money to 
come to Columbia to get a college 
education. So. the question of un­ 
iversity control and the best utili­ 
zation of its facilities is back in re­ 
verse. It scorn s that the two great 
centers of Missouri population W’H 
ultimately have big stale universi­ 
ties — either a« a part of the Un­ 
iversity of Missouri, using its skills 
and facilities where possible and 
cooperating with it. or as indepen­ 
dent and competing institutions. 
Many persons who fell 
a few 
years ago that there should be no 
branches of the University of Mis­ 
souri which would split off either 
its enrollment or its financial sup­ 
port, feel differently now. for they 
realize that the university, while 
not at capacity now, 
is perhaps 
within a few thousand of the total 
number of students who shquld ul­ 
timately constitute its top enroll­ 
ment, Certainly it cannot take care 
of the future needs of the outstate 
and big city undergraduate stu­ 
dents who will be seeking admis­ 
sion, or at least deserving of a col­ 
lege education, a decade or more 
hence. 
In meeting this situation with 
the establishment of branches in 
the cities or elsewhere in the state, 
the university will not be sacrific­ 
ing 
an 
opportunity for 
future 
growth. Nor will it be undertaking 
the indefensib1« task of training 
30,000 or 40.000 undergraduate stu­ 
dents in Columbia, but it will be 
keeping step with other progres­ 
sive states which are integrating 
with branch universities and clear­ 
ing the way for expansion and 
growth of its research and grad­ 
uate program. 
The governor’s program will re­ 
quire a great deal of discussion 
and study before it can be placed 
in final form. It will also require 
a great deal of money. It certainly 
is not too early to place it before 
the people for consideration.

Teen-Age Drinking 
A Committee of the New York 
State Legislature is preparing a 
recommendation that New York 
raise the minimum drinking age 
from 18 to 21. 
New York is in a particularly 
bad position with respect to its 
neighboring states by allowing le­ 
gal drinking for 18 - year - olds 
while its neighbors all very reason­ 
ably require a person to be 21. 
The result is that teen-agers and 
young people drive from New Jer- 
ey, Connecticut and other neigh- 


en or drinking driving on the way 
home. 
Missouri currently has a law 
which states: 
“Any person under the age of 21 
years who purchases or attempts 
to purchase or has in his posses­ 
sion any intoxicating liquor is guil­ 
ty of a misdemeanor.” 
This wholesome law is flagrantly 
and continually violated in Mis­ 
souri. It would be bad enough if 
the only violators were the liquor 
dealers or tavern owners who sell 
liquor and beer to minors. These 
occasionally, but not nearly fre­ 
quently enougn. have been pun­ 
ished for their transgressions. 
Far worse, however, are the per­ 
sons, many of them among our best 
citizens, who serve liquor to minors 
in their own homes, at debutante 
parties and other young peoples’ 
functions, where the pressures from 
the younger generation not only re­ 
quest — but demand — it. 
Recent advertising by some of 
the liquor and beer companies, pic­ 
turing what pretty obviously are 
extremely young people, if not ac­ 
tually teen-agers, does not help the 
general attitude of law enforce­ 
ment 
There is plenty 
time ahead 
for our young people to enjoy the 
refreshment of beei and the relaxa­ 
tion which comes from drinking in 
moderation after thnv twenty -first 
birthday 
The Missouri law is very specific

Post Office Spying

Ken 
Hechter, 
West Virginia Democrat, recently 
told the House of Representatives 
in Washington that the peepholes 
in post offices are repulsive. 
The Congressman said he had 
just learned that post offices were 
equipped with “oneway” glass pan­ 
els, and other special 
devices, 
through 
which 
inspectors 
watch 
employees at work, at lunch, and 
in washrooms. 
With no disrespect to the Con­ 
gressman, we believe most people 
have been aware of this for some 
time. In addition, we do not agree 
with him that this is insulting, de­ 
grading, and “Gestapo - like” , or 
even un - American. 
There is another point which we 
would raise, in commenting on the 
Congressman's charges. Postal em­ 
ployees are handling the people’s 
property — mail, in which there 
are valuables. It is not as if the 
public’s interests were not vitally 
involved. 
Moreover, because mail is han­ 
dled in such volume, and so rapidly 
unless every precaution and safe­ 
guard is taken, in the interest of 
protecting the public’s property, 
melancholy results might easily oc­ 
cur. 
Therefore, we think the methods 
used by the Post Office Department 
are justified for many reasons. If 
postal employees have no question­ 
able motives, they will not object 
to a close scrutiny — for the bene­ 
fit of the public. 
The “ lookout galleries” have ac­ 
tually been in existence since 1875, 
and have been built into practicallv 
every post office. Authorities be- 
lieve their existence has a massive 
effect on potential thieves. 
The “lookout galleries” , wheth­ 
er they are peepholes or one - way 
m irrors, or other devices, have 
been highly successful, are justi­ 
fied in the public interests, and can 
certainly do little harm. In our 
opinion, these devices have done 
no harm in the eighty - five years 
they have been in existence and we 
do not think that postal emplovees 
are likely to be harmed by 'hem 
now.

P R O F IT M OTIVE 
One of the most erroneous ideas being peddled m the 
United States todav is the belief that the profit system is 
an unwavering opponent to humanitarianism—the profit 
system being depicted as greedy, selfish, and evil. Every 
practical humanitarian project in the United States exists 
and thrives solely because of the profit system. Every so- 
called nonprofit enterprise in the United States operates on 
gifts and funds supplied by those who do make profits. Hu­ 
manitarian enterprises, as we know them, exist only in a 
free economv. They do not exist in an enslaved economy 
because in such economies the state itself pretends to be a 
humanitarian enterprise and therefore discourages and ex­ 
cludes competition within itself. 
The highly-respected economist, Wilhelm Ropke, once 
said: “People may be led by Christian and humane con­ 
victions to declare themselves in sympathy with socialism 
and may actually believe that this is the best safeguard of 
man’s spiritual personality against the encroachment of 
power. But they fail to see that this means favoring a social 
and economic order which threatens to destroy their ideal 
of man and human freedom.” 
Just because a man respects and advocates profit does 
not mean that he believes nothing exists in this world but 
profit. Just as the body and the spirit cannot live by bread 
alone, so our United States of America cannot live by profit 
alone- 
. 
, 
. 
But where would the body be without bread? And where 
would the economic life of the nation be without profit? 
Where would freedom be? If freedom is to be saved in 
America, it will have to be saved by the profit system. 
The profit system is the only system compatible with our 
political, moral, religious and economic traditions. Only 
under the profit system has man attained those ends by 
which we set such‘great store: independence, ownership of 
property, savings, a sense of responsibility, a rational plan­ 
ning of‘one’s own life and—the greatest boon of all—the 
freedom of choice and the courage to make whatever choice 
we desire. 
. 
But just because we respect and advocate profit-making 
does not mean that we think anyone owes us or our busi­ 
ness an automatic profit. No one can—and no one should— 
guarantee that any project, or any individual or any group 
of stockholders, will be associated with a profitable enter­ 
prise. A justifiable profit is something that is earned; it is 
not handed to the undeserving on a silver platter. 
Nobody can—and nobody should—protect us from intelli­ 
gent, vigorous and honest competition. The very heart of 
the personal enterprise system is honest competition. This 
is the^fisinessman’s role in a free economy. 
Bmbjjing competitive does not necessarily mean that we 
should^automatically reduce prices and profits. As John 
Ruskin once said: “There is hardly anything in the world 
that some man couldn’t make a little worse and sell a little 
cheaper and the people who consider price only are this 
man’s lawful prey.” 
s 
, 
How many times have we seen businessmen indiscrim­ 
inately reduce their prices and end up by merely turning a 
low-profit 
enterprise 
into 
a 
lower-profit 
enterprise? 
Thoughtless price reduction can only go on so long. Then, 
ultimately, it results in reduction in research and develop­ 
ment, improvements and innovations, customer service and 
quality of product, lower wages and fewer jobs. The profits 
disappear and the business is ruined. 
V/hen, through improved methods and equipment, better 
products can be produced at lower cost and thus sold at a 
profit at a lower price—then nothing can be better. This is 
the personal enterprise system working on all its cylinders- 
This is the way a businessman can make his best contri­ 
bution to his customers and to the freedom way of life. An 
improved product is the best way to increase the demand 
for that product. 
In our economy we must always look forward. We cannot 
afford to look back because someone may be gaining on us. 
We move ahead only by looking ahead—and the incentive 
for moving ahead is profit. 
All this seems so very self-evident. Yet. why do some peo­ 
ple in Washington, and elsewhere, find it difficult to accept 
the basic concept which motivates our entire system of en­ 
terprise: that is to say, no profit—no tools—no jobs? 
However it may be analyzed, profits, tools and jobs are a 
trio that travel together. The necessity of our economic 
life is production. Profit is the productive element and it is 
the element that makes jobs. 
Recently a large business concern made a survey of the 
employment record over the past ten years of fifty leading 
industrial companies. This study showed that the twenty- 
five companies that were the most profitable in this group 
had increased employment on an average of twenty per 
cent. On the other hand, the twenty-five less profitable 
companies had reduced employment on an average of ten 
per cent. 
There is no getting away from it—profits and employ­ 
ment go hand in hand. If we, as businessmen, as workers, 
and as individuals, do not continue to seek profits there will 
eventually be no profits. We hall have a profitless system or, 
worse still, a no-profit system, resulting in a loss of our 
freedoms- Why? Because it will mean we have descended 
into the pit of socialism—a system that has been tried and 
found wanting in every country behind the Iron or Bamboo 
curtains. Yes, in Russia the productivity and labor of every 
individual can be exploited and all profit turned to a single 
project such as a Sputnik, a space flight, or weapons of 
war. But there is no freedom; there is no individuality; 
there is no self-responsibility; and there is no human dig­ 
nity. In such countries where socialism prevails, there is 
no freedom to worship God according to the dictates of 
one’s conscience. There is no free competition to produce 
the necessities of life at a lower price, and the incentive to 
produce the luxuries of life for the average person who can­ 
not afford them does not exist. Luxuries are reserved only 
for the elite slave masters—the master race. 
In such countries there is no free trade union which can 
bargain with employers for higher wages. The employer is 
the government and it would be suicidal to strike for better 
living conditions and higher wages. The individual doesn’t 
count; he must sacrifice his hopes, ambitions and his ideals 
for the goal of the party—a goal which will enslave the 
whole world to the fiendish ambitions of a few. 
But there are some things about these countries under 
socialism we should all know. Four and five families live 
together in two rooms, without hot and cold water; millions 
starve to death each year for want of food; and a month’s 
wages is the price of a pair of shoes. The government keeps 
promising that one day all these things will be rectified— 
when the entire world is under its control everything will 
be better. But that is the same tired, old promise the Mis- 
l taken made when they took over Russia and China. “Just 
put us in control and you will have heaven here on earths

Read the words of a man writing from Ilong Kong about 
the conditions existing right now in Red China: “It is ter­ 
rible. the most terrible thing tha, has ever happened to the 
Chinese people. Millions have died. The mass of civilian 
population is suffering from undernourishment and dis­ 
eases resulting from it. such as beri-beri, night blindness, 
etc- Why don’t they rise up in revolt? There are two rea­ 
sons.

It is not easy to for us today to 
imagine, therefore, the intense in­ 
terest felt 25 years ago at the 
climax of the celebrated, seven - 
year - long Sacco - Vanzetti mur­ 
der case. 
From 
1920 to 1927, during the 
long course of trial, appeal and spe­ 
cial inquiry, political passions were 
deeply stirred. The accused were 
both anarchists. Many liberals led 
a protest, believing the case rep­ 
resented a m iscarriage of justice. 
Francis Russell, writing now in 
the history magazine, American 
Heritage, sided with these protest­ 
ers as recently as 1958. But today 
he believes one o f the accused, Ni 
bola Sacco, was guilty, and the 
other 
Rartholomeo Vanzetti, in­ 
nocent. 


The behavior and attitudes of 
the protesters may hold a lesson 
or two for us in 1962. 
The two anarchists were executed 
in 1927 for the murder of a pay­ 
master and guard in a 1920 pay­ 
roll robbery on a street in South 
Braintree, Mass.

placed the two at the scene. 
The damaging evidence: Ballis­ 
tic tests appeared to show that the 
bullet which killed the guard came 
from a gun owned by Sacco and 
found on him when he was arrest­ 
ed with Vanzetti. 
« 
Vanzetti also had a gun when 
seized. No bullets from it were 
found in either victim or at the 
crime scene. Still, many who stu­ 
died the evidence believed he had 
taken it from the fallen guard, 
who possessed one just like it. 
Skeptical liberals stressed the de­ 
fendants’ professions of innocence, 
the lack of firm identification, con­ 
flicts in ballistics evidence result­ 
ing from the crude state of testing 
techniques in 1920. 
Later evidence from improved 
microscopic techniques reinforced 
the case against Sacco. And at one 
stage a three - man committee un­ 
der Harvard President A. Law­ 
rence Lowell solemnly reviewed 
the whole case and supported the 
court’s verdict of guilty against 
both men. 
Author Russell’s reversal of his 
own earlier judgment provides an 
interesting footnote to this review. 
His personal exoneration of Van­ 
zetti must be set against the Lo­ 
well 
committee’s 
own 
careful 
study. 
Most pertinent today 
are the 
signs that many protesting liberals 
appeared far less interested in the 
quest for the real truth than in 
exploiting possible doubts in the 
manner of defense attorneys. 
When you have a cause, liberal 
or conservative, m 1927 or 1962, 
you gain far more headway — and 
credibility — when you embrace 
the hard tests of truth rather than 
run from them.

Words that America once 
treasured as a rich legacy, that 
once sounded like trum pet calls, 
we have allowed to fade from the 
classrooms and the consciousness 
of the pupils; ‘Liberty and Union, 
now and forever, one and insepar­ 
able. . .’ ‘We have met the enemy, 
and they are ours. . ’ Millions for 
defense, but not one cent for tri­ 
bute. . .’ ixi too many of our schools 


you can search for these towering 
phrases in vain.” 
He adds — and this is certainly

matter of 
the utmost signi­ 
ficance: “Patriotism feeds on hero 
worship, but education during the 
past three decades had deliberate­ 
ly debunked the hero. The quest, 
of the Golden Fleece 
has 
been 
crowded out of our textbooks by 
the visit of Tom and Susan to the 
zoo.” 
In sum, in too many cases our 
schools emphasize the trivial, and 
minimize the vital. 
Unless that 
trend is reversed, the nation will 
face the darkest of futures, in 
which standards will wither swift­ 
ly away, cheap m aterial considera­ 
tions will outweigh all others, and 
we will have neither the will nor 
the ability to survive the attacks 
of a

and dedicated 
enemy.

Again business observers say it is 
vital that the Congress be com­ 
posed in majority of members who 
know how destructive irresponsibil­ 
ity in fiscal affairs can be to the 
nation.

Many Doubt ADC Officials 
Eager to Uncover Abuses

Observer? in several corners re­ 
port they are beginning to doubt 
that top officials in public welfare 
are eager to see 
all 
cases 
of 
abuse in the Aid to Dependent Chil­ 
dren program come to light. 
When State Welfare Commission­ 
er Mrs. C. Frank Scott returned 
from 
a 
three-day conference in 
Washington 
where 
plans 
w e r e 
mapped for a nation-wide investiga­ 
tion 
she said such an examina- 
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tion would be welcome. 
She seemed to anticipate the in- 
vesitgation and expressed feelings 
that many ills of ADC would be un­ 
covered and eliminated. 
“ I ’ll be in on the investigation,” 
she said. “ I have some mighty fine 
regional directors who do not carry 
caseloads.” She 
said the state’s 
top welfare officials would select 
the cases for the study which was 
to begin next month. 
However, a special panel, chosen 
by th^ Department of Health. Ed ­ 
ucation 
and 
Welfare 
which 
en­ 
dorsed such an investigation, has 
postponed the investigation for at 
least a month. 
The investigation will be delayed 
so that an “ in depth” study, in­ 
stead of a crash program, can be 
made. 
Welfare officials will select the 
cases for study and make the in- 
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vestigation. Some observers fear 
this might prevent an objective in­ 
vestigation. The Welfare Depart­ 
ment has traditionally been quick 
to defend itself from public crit­ 
icism. 
A welfare worker in Jackson, 
Tenn., raised the question of where 
blame for abuses in the ADC pro­ 
gram lies. She publicly questioned 
administration of the program and 
said she was “ fed up” with the wel­ 
fare system in Madison County. 
As 
a 
result ofher public 
pro­ 
tests, reported by The Commercial 
Appeal, she was suspended for 30 
days. 
Until the worker spoke up. wel­ 
fare officials contended that they 
wanted to weed out all ineligibles 
but 
that 
circumstances of their 
jobs curbed such an effort. 
They said their caseloads were 
too heavy, that they did not have 
enough time for keeping tabs on 
ADC recipients and that laws pre­ 
vented adequate policing on relief 
When Abraham Ribicoff, former 
secretary of Health, Education and 
Welfare, took office last year, he 
called for a “ fresh new look” at 
the welfare program. 
The call by the new secretary, 
iresh from the governor's chair in 
Connecticut, shocked welfare of­ 
ficials. It was the first time one of 
their number in Washington had 
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hmteti anything was wrong with the 
established programs. 
The answer to all welfare ills in 
the past had been larger appropria­ 
tions. It apparently took a spot 
check of ADC cases in the nation's 
capital to stir up enough concern 
for a full scale investigation. 
The 
Washington 
investigation 
found that 59.7 per cent of the 
cases investigated were ineligible 
for welfare funds. 
An examination of the local ADC 
program by the staff of The Com­ 
mercial Appeal found several in­ 
stances of abuse. One woman drew 
$100 a month in ADC funds and 
lived openly with her husband. An­ 
other woman bought a house while 
bilking taxpayers out of $160.00 a , 
month via ADC checks’. 
Others spent money intended for 
their children on Princess, color 
and extension telephones and liq­ 
uor, 
television 
sets 
and 
phono­ 
graphs. 
Reporters 
found 
virtually

same situations this year that were 
uncovered by a similar examina­ 
tion in 1953 by The Commercial 
Appeal.
